Are we to have the “A” and “UO” 
system of film classification in the Free 
State?

Labour S hortage 


Farmers in England are experienving 
not a little difficulty in harvesting their 
crops, owing to acute shortage of agricul- 
tural labour that exists in almost every 
part of the country. This is due to the 
more lucrative employment offered by the 
extensive construction schemes which are 
being undertaken in many districts’ as 
art of the plan for national deferice. 

_Much indirect employment is also being 
created by this programme for ensuring 
national safety, and so the flight from the 
land to the workshop is being accelerated. 
Im previous years farmers-could always 
eount on obtaining numbers of casual 
workers when required. Now the position 
is altered. On one farm which | know, 
and where six men are regularly em- 
ployed, three of them who had worked 
there since they were boys have left to 
work on the building of an aerodrome.

The name of Senator 
Black, apparently, never had been 
mentioned in the canvassing which had 
been going the rounds of the Senate for 
at least a month, although he has been 
one of the President’s most fervent sup- 
porters and one of the most energetic 
advocates of the ill-fated bill for the 
reform of the Supreme Court. In the 
Senate Mr. Black had the reputation of 
being one of the most progressive of 
Southern Democrats, and he had been 
jointly responsible with Senator Connery 
for the Wages and Hours Bill which at 
the moment of his nomination to the 
Supreme Court was receiving rough treat- 
ment in the House of Representatives, As 
a lawyer Senator Black evidently never 
had achieved any distinction, so that he 
is described as a typical country lawyer. 
One thing, on the other hand, is greatly 
in his favour—he is only fifty-one years 
old. 

It appears to have been confidently 
expected in Washington that, after the re- 
jection of his reform plan three weeks ago 
by the Senate, President Roosevelt would 
have-.gone out of his way to conciliate his 
opponents. He had given all his nominal 
party supporters in Congress a pleasant 
week-end at his seaside home, and it was 
generally believed .that this house-party 
was the prelude to a change in tactics.

Fire Fighters 

A writer in the [rish Builder and 
Engineer, discussing the recent report on 
the fire-fighting service in Dublin, suggests 
that a national fire-fighting system ought 
to be organised. In the Civic Guards, he 
says, we possess already a suitable network 
of communications and highly-skilled and 
intelligent officials. It is true, of course, 
that the Guards already act as the com- 
munity’s protectors in many emergencies, 
and that many a time the telephone in the 
day-room has summoned the fire-engines 
from afar. It is likely, moreover, that 
our police will not be grateful to anyone 
who proposes to add to their responsibili- 
ties. Yet the scheme merits attention. 
There are direct and indirect reasons which 
make co-ordination ‘of the whole country’s 
fire-fighting services much to be desired. 
With the growth of industrialism in our 
country towns new dangers and new needs 
have arisen. The. factories which have 
been built are, in many cases, vast store 
houses of raw materials and finished goods, 
both highly inflammable. In many towns 
they represent enofmous deposits of fuel, 
such as never tempted the flames there 
before. | Conflagratioris which were not 
brought quickly under control would de- 
sttoy the means of livelihood of the: 
growing new industrial population, at 
least for a time, and would hurt a multi- 
tude of investors. Still worse, they would 
spread from the new buildings to the older 
fabric of the town, and streets that are 
like dry tinder would be lost. We are 
confident that industrialists have gone to 
pains to safeguard their structures, and 
that Government licences and municipal 
rights have not been granted without due 
regard to these measures. Yet it is 
obvious that the fire brigades have more 
to guard now than ever before, and we have 
not heard that they have been strengthened 
to any notable extent. A national organisa- 
tion would strengthen the component 
parts.. It would provide a network by 
which the resources of a large area would 
be mobilised instantly, whenever a large 
outbreak occurred. Its chiefs would test 
every link, and ‘so guard every district 
against a local lapse from efficiency. Such 
are the direct reasons for nation-wide co- 
ordination. Indirectly, efficiency would be 
enhanced by the new rank of the fire- 
fighting service. The public is ready ever 
to applaud the gallant fellows who rush 
to the rescue when fire threatens life or 
property. It honours those heroes who 
recently laid down their lives in Dublin in 
the execution of their. duty. Does it look 
to the reward which these public servants 
enjoy, asking whether the men whose call 
ing is amid the flames receive payment as 
good as they might win in safe and hum. 
drum jobs? A national fire-fighting 
service would offer scope for advancement, 
distinction and rewatd, beyond what 
is attainable at present by men who 
take up this work. Accordingly, it would 
make of fire-fighting. a calling to which 
the best abilities would be attracted. Our 
firemen would rank with our soldiers and 
our police. It is their due.

ep their tea in special grease-proof 
aveiopes, filled with the precise amount 
of leaf for the various sizes of tea-pots in 
order to avoid all chance of human error. 
Mr. Buchanan-Taylor declares that when 
tea is made badly the fault generally lies 
with an ignorant brewer; and gives the 
general public a few hints which, he says, 
ought to be hung in every kitchen. The 
tea-potought to be warmed ; one teaspoon- 
ful ought to be used for every person, with 
one for the pot ; fresh boiling water ought 
to be poured on the leaves without the 
removal of the kettle from the stove, and 
having been brewed for five minutes the 
tea ought to be stirred before it is served. 
Mr. Buchanan-Taylor’s hints will be of 
use in England; but “we venture to say 
that the average Irish housewife has little 
to learn in the gentle art of tea-making— 
or tea-wetting, as the Irish term has it. 
Ireland probably is the greatest tea- 
drinking country in Christendom; and if 
is a well-known fact that in some of the 
poorest parts of the land the people will 
drink none but the most expensive blends. 
The days are gone when the tea could be 
left on the hob for half-an-hour or so, as 
happened in '“ John Bull’s Other Island,”’ 
and you will get as good a cup of tea in a 
Connemara cottage as you will get in 
Mayfair's most elegant drawing-room. The 
continental coffee drinker is inclined to 
smile at our insular preference for tea; 
but after a brief stay in Ireland or Great 
Britain he generally falls a victim to the 
habit himself, and we have known many 
foreigners who, when they have gone home, 
have missed nothing more than their 
““ nice cup of tea.” 


“Itchy Backs” 


It is unkind, and probably unjust, to 
assume the worst when a man is seen 
scratching his chest, his shoulders or the 
top portion of his back.

One of the Sunday newspapers is 
responsible for the story that the Prine 
Minister, while on holiday, is planning 
drastic changes in the Cabinet. The writer 
goes so far as to suggest that Mr. Church 
and Mr. Lloyd George will be invited to 
join the Government, and that Mr. Eden 
is -to be deposed in favour of Viscount 
Halifax.

So far as Mr. Lloyd George is 
concerned, that right hon. gentleman is not 
likely to accept a subordinate position in 
this or any other Government. Besides, he 
has deserted politics for the land, and for 
the more lucrative products of his pen. 
In any case, he could hardly join a Govern- 
ment which he has never failed bitterly to 
attack on the few occasions of his visit to 
the House after his return from the West 
Indies. The idea of Lord Halifax succeed- 
ing Mr. Eden, no doubt, has been conjured 
up by the fact that he invariably deputises 
for Mr Eden when the latter is absent 
from the Foreign Office. A permanent 
appointment would not be acceptable to 
the House of Commons, which is of tle 
opinion that the holders of all the most 
important offices should be members of tha 
Lower Chamber. 


Rearmament Progress 


Airplanes are being turned out with 
such rapidity by the “shadow ’’ factories 
that this country will soon be the leading 
air Power in the world. There are now 
close on 2,000 first line aircraft, and when 
the construction programme is completed 
there will be 2,650. This means that there 
will be 1,542 for home defence, army co- 
operation and the coastal command, the 
rest of the machines being reserved for 
service with overseas squadrons and the 
Fleet air arin. These are all first line 
aircraft, and the figures do not include 
reserves or second class machines used for 
training. Work is also being speeded-up 
in connection with the naval expansion 
scheme. Some mystery, however, sur- 
rounds the production of the new light 
automatic Bren, which has been adopted 
to replace the Lewis gun, to which the ex- 
perts say it is in all respects vastly 
superior. Manufacture of this weapon was 
started eighteen months ago, and issues 
to the regular army were promised for tais 
autumn’s trainings, but only a few purely 
for instructional purposes have made an- 
pearance. 


The Ashley Library 


-A great treasure has been acquired ly 
the British Museum for the nation—the 
Ashley Library, said to be worth a 
quarter of a million. It is the most valu- 
able private library in existence, amoung 
the ‘collection being original MSS. and 
first editions of al]! the greater English 
poets. This is the most important acquisi- 
tion by the Museum for many years, ex- 
ceeding in value the £100.000 (irs 
Stnaiticus, the purchase of which cost the 
Museum only £7,000, as £53,000 was 
raised by public subscription, the balan:» 
being contributed by the Government. A 
statement concerning the financial side »! 
the recent purchase will shortly be madv 
by the secretary of the Museum, which, it 
is understood, will not be called on to 
pay a large sum of money, and, further- 
more, that the public will not be invited 
to help. The library belonged to the 
late 1. J. Wise, who spent his life an: 
fortune collecting it. He provided that the 
Museum should have the chance of buy- 
ing it at a very much smaller sum than 
would be obtained in the open market.

After 
giving an account of the present crisis, for 
which, of course, the whole blame is put 
upon China, the communiqué declares 
that the patience of the Japaneso Govern- 
ment has been exhausted, and that it has 
become imperative to take ‘ drastic 
measures to chastise the lawless Chinese 
troops,” and to impose upon the Nanking 
Government the necessity for reconsider- 
ing their attitude towards Japan. 

The statement, it is true, goes on to 
deny that the Japanese Government har- 
bour any territorial designs, and to 
declare that they will spare no effort to 
safeguard foreign rights and interests in 
China, a declaration which foreign Govern- 
ments and individuals having interests in 
China would find more reassuring if ex- 
perience in Manchukuo had not made them 
sceptical of the value of such professions. 
Nor, it may be added, has there been much 
in the actions of the Japanese military 
authorities during the past few weeks, or, 
indeed, during the past few years, to 
inspire confidence in the claim that the 
Japanese Government deplore the pass to 
which things have come, and only desire 
to ne the common welfare of Japan 
and China by harmonious co-operation." To 
most impartial onlookers, Japanese 
interests would seem to dictate just such a 
policy.

Caledonia left Foynes at 4.39 
a.m. (Greenwich Mean Time) yester- 
day on its second flight across the 
Atlantic, and reached Botwood, New- 
foundland, at 9.11 p.m.—the time 
for the flight being 16 hours,, 32 


minutes. 

This is the third of a series of flights 
being made by Imperial Airways in order 
to study weather conditions and the effec- 
tiveness of wireless communication across 
the Atlantic, with a view to establishing 
a regular mail and passenger service. 
Captain Wilcockson, who made the first 
flight in the Caledonia, was in command 
of the flying boat, and this was the first 
British daylight crossing of the Atlantic 
by air 

The Caledonia’s time for the Foynes- 
Botwood (Newfoundland) flight on July 5 
was 15 hours 6 minutes. She started in 
the face of unfavourable weather conii- 
tions, which showed headwinds averaging 
20 miles an hour, rising to 40 miles an 
hour, for the first 400 miles, 

The Pan-American Airways. clipper 
Sikorsky, which made the first daylight 
crossing on August 6, took 184 hours to 
make the flight. 

After four hours the Caledonia had 
covered more than 400 miles of her flight, 
and was averaging 116 knots. 


HALF-WAY AT NOON 


At noon the Caledonia was nearly half- 
way across in seven hours. Flying at 
2,500 feet, her speed was 106 knots. She 
was then eight hundred miles from 
Foynes, and had climbed above an area 
of cloud and fog. 

At 1.30 the Caledonia had covered ap- 
proximately 960 sea miles in nine hours. 
Messages at this time indicated that the 
speed had been cut down by a 60 m.p.h. 
headwind. 

By 3.30 p.m. the Caledonia’s position 
was 540 miles from Botwood. The head- 
wind had moderated, and a wireless 
message was sent to the flying boat stat- 
ing that clearer weather would be encoun- 
tered for the rest of the journey. By 7.30 
she was within 190 miles of Botwood, 
which she reached shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Wireless communication is generally 
held to be more difficult by day than 
during the hours of darkness, but the 
wireless organisation proved

As the flying boat left the water, and 
throughout the flight, messages came in at 
normal scheduled intervals. The Caledonia 
througl-out the day obtained check bear- 
tion with the steamers .

The flight confirmed the meteorological 
forecast, and Captain Wilcockson before 
the start was able to work out his approxi- 
mate speeds on different sections of the 
flight from the estimated head winds to 
within a few knots. 

The Caledoia flew on the great circle 
course which follows the natural curvature 
of the globe. This requires more compli- 
cated navigation, but is approximately 50 
miles shorter than the Rhumb line course 
of 1,990 miles, which the flying boat 
followed on her previous survey.

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The following statement was issued late 
on Saturday night from the Government 
Commission for the organisation of flights 
between Moscow and North America :— 

‘“As reported yesterday, the flight of 
the hero of the Soviet Union, Levanevsky, 
proceeded under’ very difficult weather 
conditions. Due to the high unbroken 
cloudiness the ’plane had to fly at great 
altitudes up to 6,000 metres—29,500 feet. 
At 2.32 p.m. one motor went out of action 
and the ‘plane had to descend to a height 
of 4,500 metres—14,760 feet. 

“Since then no Mill radiograms have 
been received from the ‘plane. From the 
fragments of telegrams received it appears 
that the "plane continued its flight for 
some time more. It may be supposed 
that, forced to fly in clouds, the ‘plane 
might have become coated with ice which 
resulted in its making a forced landing 
on ice. Ice conditions in the area of the 
North Pole and beyond it are comparatively 
favourable for such a landing. 

“ All Polar radio stations continue to 
listen on the ’plane’s wavelength without 
interruption. Several times radio stations 
have heard transmissions on Levanevsky’s 
wavelength, but, due to poor audibility, 
nothing reliable could-be received. The 
’plane’s crew is supplied with foodstuffs 
for a month and a half as well as with 
tents, sleeping bags, warm clothing, and 
arms. 


MEASURES TAKEN TO HELP 


“Having considered the situation, the 
Government Commission has adopted a 
number of measures for the immediate 
rendering of assistance. 

“This is being organised in two 
directions—in the Eastern and Western 
sectors of the Arctic. In the Eastern

Nanking, China’s capital, experienced an 


air bombardment for the first time in 
in history yesterday, says Reuter. For one 
and a half hours Japanese and Chinese 
aeroplanes were engaged in a desperate 
battle above the roofs of the ancient city. 
Bad visibility forced them to fly very low, 
and consequently the populace had a 
thrilling view of the fight. | 
before the Japanese ’planes arrived sirens 
throughout the city announced their 
approach. All traffic stopped at once, the 
streets were cleared, and Chinese aircraft 
went up. 

At the same time the anti-aircraft 
gunners took up positions, and the 
ambulance and fire brigades got ready for 
action. Tin-hatted soldiers, police and 
gendarmes guarded strategic points, while 
members of the Citizens’ Military Training 
Corps took up positions at street corners 
and gave instructions. 
Japanese *planes appeared, flying in three 
squadrons of four each. The machines 
were three-engined Heinkel bombers, 
believed to have come from an aerodrome 
in Formosa, 

After half an hour of very severe fight- 
ing six Japanese aeroplanes were browght 
down, it is claimed, and the remaining 
six made off to the South. 

It is considered specially impressive 
that the fight should have taken place 
in full view of the representatives of 
the foreign Powers, whose drplomatic 
staffs are all at present in Nanking.
